Tense atmosphere of the labor dis-

. tion work on the postoffice building 
expressed hope that the alleged trou- 
hile between Gossett and Kramer would 
not interfere with rapid and peaceful 
settlement of labor differences. 

Although Kramer said Wednesday 
night that he spent several hours Wed- 
nesday afternoon searching for Gos- 
sett in company of a deputy marsial, 
Gossett was reached at his home and 
said that “I have not been served with 
any sort of a paper. I was in a labor 
meeting this afternoon and Kramer 
knew where I was if he wanted me for 
anything.” Gossett withheld further 
comment on the difficulty. 

To Serve Warrant Today.

RETAILERS DENY. 
TAX HIKES: PRICE 
OF COTTON GOODS 


Merchants Blame “Arbi- 
trary” Advances. by 
Manufacturers for Re- 
cent Mark-Up of Textiles 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—()— 
Washington retailers today gave the 
cotton processing tax a clean bill of 
health so far as price increases are 
concerned and attributed recent mark- 


termed “arbitrYary” advances forced 
on them by manufacturers. - 

They testified at a hearing called 
by the farm administration’s con- 
sumers’. counsel to determine why 
sales people in some Washington 
stores had attributed increases in the 
retail price of cotton goods solely to 
the tax. Dr. Frederic C. Howe, the 
presiding officer, said the hearing 
would give a “cross-section of what 
is taking place over the country.” 

Department store executives said 
the tax itself is “negligible.” Virtu- 
ally all said their sales forces had 
been specifically warned not to men- 
tion the tax in explaining increased 
costs but to attribute them to higher 
manufacturing costs and the increased 
price of cotton.

MACON, Ga., Oct. 11.—()—The | 
supreme court’s re-affirmation today 
that the Macon-Bibb county board of 
tax appeals is unconstitutional means 
that 55 of the 127 general laws pass- 
ed by the 1933 assembly likewise are 
invalid, in the opinion of Orville A.

MADOO IS LINKED 
WITH DILLON, READ 


IN BOND FLOTATION 


Pecora Reveals Profit for 
Head of Investment 

Bank in Handling of Is- 
sue Now in Default. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—(/)—A 
story of how Clarence Dillon’s private 
banking house, Dillon, Read & Com- 
pany, and his family profited by the 
lending and spending of a $12,000,- 
000 issue of Rio de Janeiro bonds, 


now in default, was unfolded today 
before the senate banking committee. 

The disclosures came in the turn- 
ing by Ferdinand Pecora, counsel of 
the committee’s market inquiry, from 
two Dillon, Read investment trusts 
and their losses on stocks in compa- 
nies in which directors were interest- 
ed to foreign bond flotations. 

Pecora also brought out that Sena- 
tor McAdoo, democrat, California, a 
former secretary of the treasury, was 
counsel for the banking house in the 
legal work involved in floating the 
Rio bonds sold to American investors 
beginning in 1921. 

Dillon, president and senior partner 
in the firm, agreed under questioning 
by Pecora that most of the millions 
in losses suffered by the investment 
trusts were in stocks of companies in 
which various directors were inter- 
ested, but: said these securities were 
purchased because they were consider- 
ed good investments and not because 
of the directors. 

Expects Pay. 

Questioning of Robert O. Hayward, 
a Dillon, Read partner, who followed 
Dillon to the stand, brought forth the 
tale of profits from the Rio loan, 
made in 1921 on bonds now in de- 
fault, although Hayward said he ex- 
pected them to be paid eventually. 

Pecora and Hayward between them 
disclosed that the city was paid $10,- 
680,000 for its bond issue, which sold 
for just under $12,000000 in this 
eountry, and that $5,000,000 of the 
fund to the city was for levelling a 
hill in Rio slum clearance work. 

Hayward said Dillon, Read recom- 
mended, at the request of the. city, 
Leonard Kennedy & Company for the 
hill development work, without a pub- 
li¢ eall for bids and with payment on 
a cost-plus basis. 

He added under close examination 
by Senator Couzens, republican, 
Michigan, and Pecora that Dillon’s 
family owned 45 per cent of Kennedy 
& Company, and Pecora subsequently 
developed that approximately $9,000,- 
000 of the loan went into the develop- 
ment. 

Just what profits Kennedy & Com- 
pany made were not brought out by 
the committee. Hayward explained 
that he did not know. 

Rising Scale. 

Dillon, Read, he said, took over the 
bonds at $89 and sold them to a bank- 
ing group at $91, for a profit of about 
$369,000. The banking group passed 
them along to a syndicate for distri- 
bution at $93.75 and the public paid 
$97.75. 

Pecora put before the committee 
infermation that the bonds now were 
selling for $16. but Hayward contend- 
ed that the main security behind them, 
real estate developed by levelling the 
hill, was still there and had been ex- 
pected to yield about $50,000,000 when 
the issue’ was floated. 

Part of the original loan was allo- 
cated for a slaughter house and an- 
other share for the retirement of Rio 
obligations falling due in 1922. 

Asked by Pecora if Dillon, Read in 
floating the loan had paid much at- 
tention to what was going to be done 
with. the money by Rio de Janeiro, 
Hayward replied:

DENIED GERMANY 


Former Allied Powers 
Are United in Refusing 
Appeal by Berlin: 


GENEVA, Oct. 11.—(UP)—Agree- 
ment among former allied powers— 
Britain, France and the United States 
~—that Germany shall not be permitted 
“immediate rearmament* was reached 
tonight. It was agreed, however, to 
permit the Germans to increase their 
army. 

The accord came during a confer- 


ence between Sir John Simon, British 
foreign secretary; Norman Davis, of 
the United States arms delezation, 
and Joseph Paul Boncour, French 
foreign minister. 

After a two-hour parley, French 
and British spokesmen intimated 
strong united opposition had n 
forced against Germany’s . possession 
of any arms forbidden in the terms 
of the treaty of Versailles. 


Violations Charged. 


Germany has been given the right 
to transform her professional army of 
100,000 men to a short-service con- 
script army of 200,000 men, but now 
demands the right to rearm if 
France, England and the other allied 
powers fail to reach a disarmament 
agreement, as also stipulated by the 
Versailles pact. She claims they have 
not lived up to that clause in the 
treaty—and that Germany therefore 
no. longer is bound to the clause dis- 
arming her entirely. 

Despite the decision not to permit 
Germany to have any extensive 
amount of modern weapons, the 
French and “British tonight admitted 
her number of weapons probably will 
be increased when the German army 
is increased. 

From United States quarters less 
positive statements on the parley's 
decisions were forthcoming, it mere- 
ly being said that “considerable prog- 
ress” was made during an explora- 
tion of the entire field of Germany's 
armament demands. . 

The Americans insist that efforts 
must be directed to .“a negotiated 
rather than a forced tfeaty.” 

Trial Period Length. 

The United Press understood the 
conversations hit snags concerning the 
length of the proposed trial period for 
international control of armaments 
and on whether no rearmament meant 
that Germany before the end of the 
trial period should be allowed to 
possess “defensive weapons’ held by 
other countries, notably France.

The time and frequency of 
the electrical disturbance set-up can 
be controlled in such a way that the 
apparatus now is said to be used in 
some hospitals for various ailments.

The instrument 
can measure one-hundredth | of one- 
millionth, of one-billionth of an am- 
pere. 
The “electric eye” or the photo 
electric cell, which now is being used 
in various industries, will be demon- 
strated and explained to those at- 
tending. This “electric eye” can 
count, sort colors, open and close 
doors, turn on lights, start and stop 
a water fountain and perform various 
astounding feats. 

Tales of ancient magic hardly rival 
the experiments to be shown at the 
‘““Heuse of Magic” at Rich’s. This 
is the first time that any series of 
experiments performed in General 
Electric Company’s “House of Magic” 
has been available to the general pub- 
lic.

SALE OF LOCKHEED 
BY ASA G. CANDLER

MINUTIAE. 
A few day's space ago I wrote on 


the beauty of the reflections in a bull- 
frog's eye. I have just been ern 
something almost as unearthly, an 
even more entrancing,. for as yet I 
know that little about it. is thing 
is another reflection, but from the 
small and wicked looking eyes set in 
the head of a spider. I saw it from 
almost the level of the spider hér- 
self, as she rested momentarily on 
debris floating in the lake. 

This spider was not large as spiders 
go. I imagine that his long legs might 
have covered a half-dollar, if 1 had 
had half a dollar to put him on. The 
body was small, and seemed green- 
ish grey in color, although the light 
of my flash lamp gives anything but 
a perfect illumination and color is best 
not judged by it. But those eyes! 

I have heard of the ghoulish stare 
of squids, and the dreadful unblinking 
expression of octopi, but nowhere have 
I read of the flashing opalescence of 
spiders’ eyes. The observation can- 


not be original; generations of frog- 
hunters have prowled o’ nights along 
ponds and lakes, but none of the nat- 
uralists I have known and read seem 
to have deemed it worthy to mention. 


I believe I am guilty of a little 
inexactness in saying that the reflec- 
tion is opalescent. commonly think 
of the term “opalescent” in connec- 
tion with the flashing fire-opals of 
Mexico. Here the figure is mislead- 
ing. There is nothing fiery in the 
eye of my spider. There is a brilliant 
blue-green reflection there that re- 
minds one of the unearthly, hair-rais- 
ing beauty of a will-’o-the-wisp or the 
glow of a firefly robbed of its yellow- 
ness. There is nothing xanthine in 
the color at all, only a spectral blue- 
green. And spectral means here two 
things: a color that exists in the pure 
form in the solor spectrum, and a 
color that is associated with appari- 
tions that exist in the vicinity of 
graveyards and are especially abund- 
ant a little later in the fall.

ATTACK ON TAMMANY 
LAUNCHED BY. M’KEE 


Independent Mayoralty Can- 
didate Flays O’Brien and 
La Guardia. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 11.—(/)—Jo- 
seph V. McKee—scholar, banker and 
former aldermanic president—stood in 
historic Cooper Union tonight and ded- 
icated his independent mayoralty can- 
didacy to the “destruction of invisible 
government and the restoration of self- 
government.” : 

Calling Fiorello H. La Guardia, fu- 
sion nominee, a seeker of “cheap pub- 
licity” and Mayor John P. O’Brien, 
Tammany Hall candidate, an “impo- 
tent figure,” McKee formally opened 
his campaign in the staid old building 
where the movement that overthrew 
Boss Tweed years ago had its incep- 
tion. 

McKee explained he had not run 
as the fusion candidate because he 
could not accept “the dictation” of 
Samuel Seabury, fusion strategist, 
and he had not entered the democratic 
primaries because of the “degrading” 
leadership of Tammany Hall. 

Meanwhile, defections from the reg- 
ular democratic ranks to McKee’s 
standard continued. Several Tam- 
many district leaders Were reported 
awaiting an expression from former 
Governor Alfred E. Smith before de- 
ciding whether to switch to McKee.

Halt Illegal Processing 
To Escape Tax. 


By SAM BLEDSOE. 

(Copyright, 1933, by The Associated Press.) 
WASHINGTON, 

new form of bootlegging—illegal wheat 
milling to escape the processing tax 
on the grain—has grown to such pro- 
portions that a determined drive to 
end it is planned by federal authori- 


ties. 

Collection of the 30 cents a bushel 
tax on wheat and enforcement of the 
regulations surrounding the levy are 
the immediate problem of the bureau 
of internal revenue. 

The farm adjustment administration 
is vitally concerned, however, because 
the proceeds from the processing tax 
are depended upon to raise funds to 
pay farmers who agree to reduce their 
acreage by 15 per cent next year. 

As indicated by the steady flow of 
complaints that has come to the farm 
administration, the chief violators of 
the law are growers, whom the proc- 
essing tax was designed to help. 

The wheat farmer was given the 
privilege of having wheat for his own 
family use ground into flour tax-free. 
The charge has been made, and re- 
peated from virtually every wheat- 
growing section, that some farmers are 
having more wheat ground than they 
néed and disposing of the excess, tax- 
free flour at a profit. 

Custom millers in some sections are 
reported to be accepting the farmers’ 
estimates without question. The grow- 
ers are required by internal revenue 
bureau regulations to make an affi- 
davit that the custom ground wheat’ 
is for their own use and also that it 
Was grown on their land. 

Protest has been made, however, 
that in some instances commercial 
truck drivets are signing affidavits 
and are receiving the flour for dis 
position. 

The farm administration believes 
some of the complaints have- come 
from. enemies of the processing tax 
but the widespread reports have 
caused concern. Consequently, plans 
have been made to offer every co- 
operation to the bureau of internal 
revenue in detecting violators. 

The sale of small milling outfits 
which may be operated on the farm 
by motor, or hand even, is reported 
to be increasing at a high rate since 
the processing tax went into effect 
on July 9 

No license is required to operate 
these outfits. The farm administration 
feels that these small mills may be 
used to supply needs other than that 
of the owner.

Although the commission has stopped 
the flotation of some 40 proposed is- 
sues, officials believe the purpose of 
the act was to prevent the sale of 
inadequately promoted securities and 
that’ stoppages to date follow that 
purpose. 

A detailed study of security flota- 
tions during August and July in 1932 
when the act was not in effect and in 
the same period in 1933 when the act 
was working was a part of the basis | 
for the commission’s belief that the 
act had not brought on a capital | 
strike.

Postmaster-General Farley sanely 
advises that “the responsible peo- 
ple of the alcoholic beverage indus- 
try sit down honestly and frankly 
with the gentlemen comprising the 
state boards of regulation and con- 
tribute their knowledge and experi- 
ence to an effort to promote sane 
control and real temperance.” 

That condition cannot be 
achieved by the open saloon and 
neither can it be brought about by 
too stringent control laws. Any 
further effort to enforce rigid pro- 
hibition in the United States is fore- 
doomed failure. 


LABOR MALCONTENTS WARNED. 

With thousands of strikers tying 
up many industrial plants from 
Massachusetts to California, solemn 
warning has been issued by both 
government officials and labor lead- 
ers that unless these disturbances, 
constituting a direct threat as they 
do to the success of the NRA pro- 
gram, are voluntarily brought to an 
end, the government will move to 
do so. 

Aroused by the unrest which is 
being. manifested in strikes of 
miners, longshoremen, mechanics, 
cotton workers, school teachers, 
and various other organized labor 
groups, Edward F, McGrady, assist- 
ant secretary of labor and a promi- 
nent labor leader, has notified labor 
leaders that unless the unions set- 
tle their disputes and fall into line 
with the spirit of the NRA, congress 
will be asked to take such steps as 
will enable the administrative branch 
of the government to act firmly 
and decisively. 

Labor is the recipient of the 
greatest benefits under the recov- 
ery program, and it should co-oper- 
ate with the same spirit that has 
been evidenced by the industrial ex- 
ecutives. 

Men are quitting their work not 
only because of disagreements with 
their employers but as the result 
of petty quarrels among themselves, 
such as the one which held up work 
on the new Atlanta postoffice while 
rival unions squabbled over which 
should ¢nstall certain fixtures. 

General Johnson, industrial ad- 
ministrator, has frankly voiced the 
government’s dissatisfaction with 
present conditions when, in ad- 
dressing the American Federation 
of Labor convention in New York 
Tuesday night, he warned that a 
disgruntled minority of no group, 
whether of capital or labor, will be 
permitted to hold up the progress 
of the recovery program.

Russia. 

If one were asked to submit a sum- 
mary of impressions gathered during 
a two months’ stay in the _ soviet 
country, it would be a highly diffi- 
cult task, for. the spectacle is so big 
and varied that one doesn’t know 
where to begin. This much could he 
said though: The reconstruction work 
is of a magnitude that can only be 
compared with the opening up of the 
west and the rising of cities on the 
prairies. 

To a Frenchman or another Euro- 
pean, who is accustomed to see fin- 
ished cities, with everything in order, 
the Russian scene might easily con- 
vey the impress'o. of chaos. But to 
Americans, who have nearly all at 
one time or other, seen a railway un- 
der construction or a gold rush, or a 
big new industrial’ undertaking in 
progress, I mean things the size of 
blasting a path through the Rockies, 
Muscle Shoals, Boulder dam, or the 
harnassing of Niagara, the soviet 
scene does not look like chaos, but its 
opposite: Genesis. 

When you see Dnieperstroy for in- 
stance, with its huge hydro-electric 
dam and its 24 miles of unbroken 
brand-new factories scarring the Uk- 
rainian steppe, you don’t know what 
to say. They laugh about the rouble 
on foreign exchanges, but it is with 
that rouble that these enormous 
things are accomplished. In gpite of 
all, it looks as if Russia is still on 
the upgrade. There are grave prob- 
lems absolutely unsolved today, but 
you cannot deny that the authorities 
are bending every effort to set things 
aright. In agriculture one might not 
approve of the particular efforts ap- 
plied. One may even have the firm 
conviction that it is all wrong. But 
one cannot deny that they go to it 
hammer and thongs. 

What will the upshot be? The tale 
will not be told in 25 years to come. 
We will no doubt see an astonishing 
development. The Russians even 
claim that they are going to surpass 
America. However, that may be, for 
the moment, they don’t. . It takes 
years and patient He pc to pro- 
duce an army of skilled workers as 
we possess. You cannot change a 
peasant into a mechanic overnight. 
That is Russia’s great difficulty. But 
it is not as grave a gg as the 
unemployment problem, which is our 
bete noir.

CALCIUM TREATMENT OF 
MIGRAINE. 

For several years we have been ad- 
vising sufferers with migraine, peri- 
odic sick headaches),“ asthma, hay 
fever and one or two other condition, 
to take calcium lactate. Every little 
while some former sufferer from one 
of these conditions writes in to report 
the extraordinary relief experienced 
after a course of calcium.

Calcium gluconate is a newer or- 
ganic préparation, containing less cal- 
cium than the lactate and costing 
more, of course, but where a patient 
finds the lactate irritating the glu- 
conate may be substituted with ad- 
vantage, for it is usually less dis- 
agreeable to take. 

Dr. Inskeep noted that when the 
blood calcium content came up to a 
higher level the migraine attacks ceas- 

He starts the patient off on one 
daily dose of calcium gluconate, from 
15 to 30 grains, best taken in the 
morning before breakfast. The pa- 
tient returns in a week, usually re- 
porting that he has had an attack or 
two, but the attacks have been less 
severe. The serum calcium at this time 
is found increased but still not up to 
top normal level. 

After another week or two the pa- 
tient returns for another blood test, 
and now the calcium content is well 
up to the normal and the patient re- 
ports that the attacks have stopped. 

Tjren the calcium treatment is kept 
up ior three months, though in small- 
er doses, say 10 or 15 grains a day. 

Then an intermission of two months 
and then the course is repeated. 

Patients taking the treatment were 
not given any cod liver oil, viostefol 
or parathyroid, as it was felt that the 
dangers of hypercalcemia (too much 
calcium in the blood({ were greater 
than the benefits of a speedy increase 
in serum calcium. 

Calcium is the chemical name for 
the element commonly called lime. 

The body of a healthy adult con- 
tains three pounds of calcium and 
11-2 pounds of phosphorus, these be- 
ing the chief elements in the compo- 
sition of the body. There is about a 
pound of potassium, six ounces of 
magnesium, a teaspoonful or iron, a 
dash of silicon, a trace of flourine, a 
trace of copper and a good pinch of 
iodin. 

Some physicians believe other salts 
of calcium are quite as effective as 
the lactate or the gluconate, for in- 
stance calcium carbonate (prepared 
chalk), calcium chloride, calcium by- 
pophosphite. 

Ultraviolet light (in sunlight or 
light from speial lamps) on the skin 
favors the utilization of calcium in 
body.

SIGNS One senator recently declined to write a story about 
inflation because his private information indicated Mr. 

.Roosevelt would speak before the story could be published. Another 
hasbeen telling his closest friends there is a good chance silver will 
get helpful action. He is figuring on bi-metallism, but that prob- 
ably is foo much to expect. More likely a silver purchasing scheme 
will be what he will get. 

These signs can hardly be accepted as definite, but confirming 
inferences are now coming from another quarter. 

The banking crowd is passing the word around that federal re- 
serve officials and Mr, Roosevelt have been getting very close to 
agreement on a gold policy. 


REASONING The bankers are coming around to the Roose- 
velt way of thinking by a circuitous route. 

They say they were opposed to going off the gold standard in 
the first place. They infer that they would not have gotten into 
this currency problem at all. But now that we are in it, they 
agree that the thing to do is to get back on gold. They realize it 
would be difficult and useless to try the same old gold standard 
again. So they are willing to take a new gold standard on the basis 
of the existing valuation of the dollar. 

That new opinion was very widely expressed in private by the 
federal reserve governing group which was recently here. 


HANDS ACROSS THE SEA Also it is known very definitely 
| now that the British have been 
sounded out on the matter of currency stabilization. 

The British war debt delegates here are probably truthful when 
they say the subject is not being mentioned in their debt con- 
ferences. But they hide the fact that informal discussions have 
been going on outside the conference. 

Our officials are whistling a new tune about that. They say 
they would like to have Britain come in on currency stabilization, 
also France, but neither is needed. They insist France would be 
forced to devalue if we did. Also that England could run along and 
roll her own hoop as she is doing now. 

That kind of reasoning sounds suspicious. Up to now these 
same officials have been using the recalcitrancy of England and 
France as an excuse for not devaluing. 

The most logical explanation is that our negotiations with Eng- 
land and France have not been entirely successful and our offi- 
cials are getting around to the point where they will take a chance 
on going into the thing alone. . 


OPPOSITION Not all the bankers favor the scheme. A bloc 

of antis recently heard what was going on. They 
startéd planting yarns around about how much devaluation would 
cost those who have dollars now. Also the idea was circulated that 
devaluation might prove useless as a price stimulant. 

These stories are probably true. The results to be expected 
from devaluation have been wildly exaggerated by most of its 
advocates. 

Yet the fact remains that “buying now” and credit stimulation 
and all the other current programs are encountering the insur- 
mountable obstacle of a dollar with St. Vitus’ dance.

Then the wrapper was changed to 
catch the eye of moderns and at once the article became one of dozens 
competing for notice, Drug clerks call heaven to witness that the con- 
tents have not changed, but old customers glare at the new package and 
will have none of it. 

Makers of fine cars know the value of the familiar. Their new 
models change but little, for their chief concern is to hold the affection 
of old patrons—not to please the transient taste of the crowd. .

Meeting Set for Today. 

The special cabinet board for public 
works, headed by Secretary of Interior 
Harold L. Ickes, the national emer- 
gency administrator, is scheduled to 
hold a meeting tomorrow afternoon 
and it may be that some definite ac- 
tion may be taken at that time on 
the Georgia situation. 

Arriving in Washington this morn- 
ing, the Georgia board, consisting of 
Thomas J. Hamilton, of Augusta, 
chairman; Arthur Lucas and Ryburn 
Clay, of Atlanta, conferred first with 
Secretary Ickes and then went to the 
White House for an extended confer- 
ence with the president. Accompany- 
ing the state board were Henry Mce- 
Intosh, of Albany, regional adviser for 
Georgia and four other southern 
states; Representative Robert Ram- 
speck, of Atlanta; General Charles H. 
Cox, of Atlanta, secretary to the state 
board: Marion Smith, of Atlanta, and 
Ben Pierce, of Augusta, attorneys for 
the board. The entire group joined 
in the several conferences which in- 
cluded a visit to the offices of Assist- 
ant Secretary of Treasury L. W. 
(Chip) Robert, of Atlanta, and Colo- 
nel Henry M. Waite, deputy national 
public works administrator. 

Indicates Way May Be Found. 

While a solution is yet to be found 
to the problem of cities, such as At- 
lanta, which are seeking loans for 
waterworks and sewerage projects, the 
president indicated that a scheme 
might be devised for approving other 
municipal and state applications. 

The president, it was revealed, has 
in mind the adoption of some form 
of leasing plan by which a project 
would be undertaken by the federal 
government and leased to the state or 
county over a sufficient number of 
years to cover the cost of construc- 
tion. minus whatever federal grant 
there might be involved. Under this 
plan it might be possible to build 
such projects as state hospitals, a 
state prison or other institutions fall- 
ing within the province of the na- 
tional recovery act. 

As for sewerage or water works 
projects, however, the president was 
represented as feeling they do not 
offer a tangible enough basis for the 
government to undertake them on a 
leasing plan, although equally as 
meritorious. To put it another way, 
the administration is said to feel that 
it. would have nothing to fall back 
on, for example, if it built improved 
sewerage lines in Atlanta, leased the 
project to the city and then the city 
fell down on its annual payments, 
there would be no physical property 
on which the government might real- 


e, 
Could Realize on Building. 


On the other hand, if the govern- 
ment constructed a state hospital or 
some similar institution it would have 
the chance of realizing on the prop- 
erty in case of later default. 

Just how many of these projects 
thee president is likely to order ap- 
proved is a matter of speculation at 
the moment, but it is regarded as 
more or less certain, in the light of 
his conference with the Georgia rep- 
resentatives today, that he will act 
favorably on some of them, 

In following such a course the presi- 
dent would exercise broad powers 
given him under an amendment to 
the pational recovery act added by 
Senator Walter F. George and Sena- 
tor Richard B. Russell Jr., of Geor- 
gia, who foresaw the difficulty the 
state would have in meeting security 
requirements for public works loans.

On a basis 
of population and federal revenue col- 
lected in Georgia, it is estimated that 
the state ordinarily would be entitled 
to upwards of $50,000,000 out of the 
huge public works funds. 


Hamilton Gratified. 


Acting as spokesman for the’ Geor- 
gia group, Chairman Hamilton issued 
a formal statement after the day’s 
conferences, in which he expressed 
gratification over the reception ac- 
corded the state delegation. 

“The most gratifying words we have 
heard since we have been working on 
the Georgia situation,” he said, “were 
when the president expressed to us 
the idea that a way must be some- 
how worked out to solve the situation 
in Georgia.

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GRID CHECKUP 
SHOWS CROWDS 


Football Attendance 
Gains Nearly 50 Pet. 
During Early Games. 


By Foster Hailey. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 11.—()—After 
several lean years at the box office, 
during which attendance dropped 
away alarmingly from the good old 
days of 1925-30, football is staging a 
recovery act that bids fair to make 
the 1933 season the best in point of 


patronage of the last four. . 

| A nation-wide survey today by the 
Associated Press of early season at- 
tendance at 32 representative schools 
shows the amazing gain of 210,000 
customers, with the total for the like 
period in 1932 as 499,029 and for 
1933, 705,880. 

Various factors enter into the upturn, 
such .as good weather, lower admis- 
sion prices, changes in coaches and bet- 
ter attractions. But when all these 
are discounted the record still shows 
that the sports fans are turning out 
in greater numbers than for several 
seasons, and sending the money roll- 
ing into athletic department treasuries 
that have been as bare as Mother Hub- 
bard’s cupboard. : 

HAPPIER DAYS. 

If the trend continues the end of 
the season may see a new high mark 
for attendance and happier days for 
the little brothers of college sport— 
basketball, baseball, la crosse, soccer, 
tennis and track—which have been on 
a lean diet the last year or so, and 
from which financial support has been 
withdrawn entirely at many schools. 

The 41 per cent increase in attend- 
ance so far offsets the losses of 1931 
and 1932 which were, respectively, 10 
and 15 per cent below the preceding 
years.

Drys Fail To Carry a Sin- 
gle County as 33d State 
Goes Wet. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Oct. 11.— 
(?)—The count against the eighteenth 
amendment today stood at 33 to 0 
after Florida rolled. up more than a 
4-to-1 majority for repeal. 

Only three more states were needed 
to eliminate the prohibition law from 
the constitution. 

With 245 of the state’s 1,272 pre- 
cincts unreported today the count in 
yesterday’s election was 94,120 for 
repeal and 23,442 against. The re- 
turns came from all of the state's 67 


counties and the dry forces were not 


ahead in any. : . 

The wet majority of 70,678 was 
the greatest shown in any southern 
state that has voted on the twenty- 
first amendment, although the vote 
was the lightest recorded in a Florida 
election except in off years. This was 
despite the fact that both wet and 
dry partisans had urged their follow- 
ers to turn out in full force. 

Huge majorities were piled up 
against prohibition in the cities and 
most of the rural districts also fa- 
vored repeal, although some showed 
smaller margins than the more thickly 
populated areas. 

Jacksonville favored repeal by 11

phia—“About 80 per cent of cancer 
of the larynx can be cured, and by a 
relatively simple operation.” 

Dr. George Bellhorn, of Barnard 
Clinic, New York—‘*Sixty-four cases 
show five-year cures in 11.3 per cent.” 

Surgery, X-ray and radium irra- 
diation were the weapons used, and 
all of them, the surgeons agreed, could 
be utilized to more advantage if the 
patients would report for treatment 
before the disease is too far advanced. 
Because cancer has a painless start, 
it was explained, relatively few apply 
for treatment while the odds are still 
in their favor. 

“T am convinced a greater portion 
of patients are being cured than the 
statistics now available indicate,” Dr. 
Mason declared. , 

Five years of freedom from the dis- 
ease, after treatment, was considered 
a cure for the purposes of the sym- 
posium. Dr. Jackson defended this 
definition, declaring that to require 
more would be to give a “peculiar and 
unwarranted meaning to the word.” 

Others of the 31 speakers pieced to- 
gether a world-wide description of the 
disease. It is the only disease, said 
Dr. William B. Haggard. of Vander- 
bilt University, which kills every vic- 
tim if left alone. It is as prevalent 
among the black race as the white, 
said Dr. Frank K. Boland, of Atlanta, 
ta.

On a dozen fronts mediators moved’ 
Wednesday night in attempts to settle 
strikes that. had brought violence, 
deaths, and local obstruction to in- 
dustry. ech 

A bridge was bombed in Westmore- 
land county in the Pennsylvania soft 
coal area and pickets closed. several 
mines that had opened in response to 
a back-to-work appeal from President 
Roosevelt. 

A few hours earlier a coal tipple had 
been burned and an unsuccessful at- 
tempt was made-to wreck a. freight 
train. . 

Mrs. Gifford Pinchot, wife of the 
governor, invaded the western Penn- 
sylvania steel district in defiance of 
opponents to address the striking 
workers. She charged steel operators 
had prevented a workers’ rally at 
Apolle, Pa., where she had been sched- 
uled to speak. Ves 

Bullets flew again in the Tlinois 
eoal troubles as snipers became active 
in the feud between the Progressive 
and the United Mine Workers unions. 
Lives of citizens were reported endan- 
gered by the shooting last night. 

General Hugh S. Johnson, national 
recovery chief. said at Washington 
he hoped the union warfare could 
cleared up locally, but indicated the 
NRA would be enforced to allow 
miners to join any union they wished. 

Five separate agencies. moved. to- 
ward settlement of agricultural and 
industrial strikes in northern and cen- 
tral California. ‘The strikes involved 
cotton pickers, grape growers, sardine 
fishing boat owners, stevedores. 

The national labor board at Wash- 
ington sought to end steel strikes at 
Weirton and Clarksbtrg, W. Va., and 
Steubenville, Ohio. A near riot at 
Weirton was quelled when state po- 
lice hurled tear gas bombs into a 
crowd at the entrance of the Weirton 
Steel Company plant during a fracas 
involving workers and strikers.

On a blazing September afternoon, 
the thermometer marking over 90 de- 
grees, I walked out of the intolerable 
glare of Jones avenue into a peaceful, 
cavernous, sweet-smelling and shaded 
retreat, the Atlanta Community Shop 
for the Blind, where 21 men and fhree 
women earn their living making 
brooms, whisks and string mops. In a 
bare, airy shed-like building these 
blind people sort out the different 
grades of straw or, with the aid of 
simple’ hand-manipulated machines, 
skillfully bind the pale green clusters 
onto bright painted sticks, neatly 
stitch the brooms, comb out the seeds 
and do everything that goes to make 
one of our most useful domestic imple- 
ments—everything, that is, except 
paste on the labels and trim the solid- 
ly sewn straw to a clean, even edge. 
A brisk, “sighted” youth does these 
last two things which, obviously, lie 
beyond the capacity of the blind. 

This same young man left off stick- 
ing labels on a large batch of extra 
stout brooms, an order from one of 
Atlanta’s large factories, to fetch the 
foreman to show me over the shop. As 
I waited his return my memory dallied 
with a cherished souvenir of my child- 
hood, carrying me back to fascinating 
hours spent in the broom shop of my

I could 
believe this as I watched the energet- 
ic bride of a day limping nimbly about, 
doing numerous things to help the 
blind workers. 

Aside from Mrs. Hightower and the 
“label boy,” the only other “sighted” 
person in the shop, is a man who re- 
ceives the straw when it comes in 
from the far-western plains, ties it in 
bundles and dyes it in a big tub in 
the basement. I saw some of the 
straw just out of the dye bath. It 
had a rather raw color. But after it 
is put through a curing process with 
sulphur fumes it becomes a soft pastel 


straw color. 


Most of the broom-makers, it seems, 


‘come to the Community Shop through 


the State Board of Rehabilitation, and 


it is preferred that they come after 
& six-month apprenticeship. This fits

half a day. Most of those now in the

their work. Our rules are not hard 
and fast. There are people here of dif- 
ferent temperaments and backgrounds, 
but while in the shop we are all on the 
same footing and think I can say 
we are all happy together.” 

“Do they read Braille?” 

Tastes Differ. 

“Some of them do. But the blind 
differ in their tastes just as the sight- 
ed do. Sonre of them don’t care for 
books, you know.” 

Which, of course, seems obvious. Yet 
how apt we are to lump all the blind 
in the same category, forgetting there 
are as many kinds of sightless as 
“sighted” people. The great wonder is 
that most of the former, no matter 
how unlike otherwise, find compensa- 
tion for this greatest of all lacks and 
are cheerful and uncomplaining. Of 
course, there are blind people who, as 
Mr. Hightower observed, don’t belong 
in a broom shop, just as there are in- 
dividuals with good eyes who have no 
interest in hand-craft. When one of 
this category drifts into the Commun- 
ity Shop if, after a fair trial, he can- 
not succeed, some other place must 
be found for him. 

It was encouraging to learn that 
during the “depression” the Commun- 
ity Shop has gotten on surprisingly 
well, although its help from the Com- 
munity Chest and the county: has been 
steadily reduced. There are more ma- 
chines in use now than in 1929. In- 
deed, there is no more floor space 
available at present for machines. Mr. 
Hightower believes that, while vacuum 
cleaners and fibre brooms have dam- 
aged the sale of straw brooms, there 
will always be a demand for the lat- 
ter, together with the whisks and 
string mops.. and it is probable, with 
the constant advance of medical 
science and the more intelligent care 
of babies’ and children’s eyes, blind- 
ness will decrease. 

At any rate, so long as we have the 
blind with us, it is unthinkable that 
we, who are blessedly “sighted,” will 
neglect them. When looking out over 
the glorious: fall landscape with its 
scarlet of oaks and maples and gold 
of hickories and poplars, or when 
scanning the starry heavens, these 
marvelous autumn nights, while the 
harvest moon climbs the sky, let us, 
by contrast, think of the uncomplain- 
ing broom makers, ehut out from all 
the beauty of sea, sky, field and forest. 

How smell a thing it is for us to 
do, after all: to help the sightless help 
themselves.

After 
consideration, Mr. von Zedtwitz de- 
cided that the proper response was 
two diamonds, with the full intention 
later of bidding three clubs, provided 
there was an adverse overcall of two 
hearts. He said, however, that with 
some opponents he would bid two no- 
trump in an effort to forestall fur- 
ther bidding. Mr. Jacoby, in answer 
to the same question, decided that 
his response would be two clubs, ar- 
guing that if there was an adverse 
overcall of two hearts or two spades 
which his partner found it expedient 
to pass, not even raising his clubs to 
three, then obviously the opening hand 
must be prepared to play the hand 
at diamonds. 

In my opinion both of these great 
experts failed to take into con- 
sideration all the elements in the 
case. It is true that, judged purely 
by the standards laid down fér raises, 
the responding hand does not have the 
honor-tricks to justify a raise. How-

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NANCY PAGE 
Peter Page Picks An Apple Tray Cover 
BY FLORENCE La GANKE. 


Nancy’s gift box had one new 
present slipped into it each week. 
She was beginning to be exceedingly 
proud of the contents. Any one 
of the articles, she felt, could be used 
as a Christmas gift, and in these lean 
days Christmas gifts which may be 
made at home are greatly to be de- 
sired. Then, too, each gift had some 
artistic merit or value. The things 
were not tawdry articles which the re- 
cipient would hide and never use. 

The gift she is working on today 
ig a tray set. She planned it origi- 
nally for a child’s tray. 

Peter had a tray which measured 
16 1-2 inches by 12 1-2 inches on the 
inside. The tray cloth was planned 
for this tray. But it can be adjust- 


ed to fit any size. Or it may be 


made and considered as a plate doily 
for a luncheon table. 

It is wise, however, to have actual 
dimensions in mind when planning 
the tray cloth. 

Nancy chose red and white checked 
towelling. She could have used blue 
and white equally well. 

After she had decided on the size 
of the finished piece she cut the 
cloth one inch larger on all sides. 
This gave her a hem, which 
she held in place with buttonhole or 
blanket stitch in color-fast embroidery 
cotton, She turned in the raw edges 
and basted the hem in place before 
starting the buttonholing. 

Then she cut a ten-inch square 
for the napkin and finished its edges 
in the same way. 

Next she used the design 
and used it for applique. ed crab- 
apples and green leaves with stems 
worked in brown gave her the color 
scheme. She cut the color-fast mate- 
rial one-eighth inch larger if she 
planned to applique it, or the exact 
size if she planned to put it on with 
fine buttonhole stitch which covers 
all the raw edges. The stem end of 
apple is made of a few loose ends of 
brown embroidery cotton held in place 
under the applique.

STATE LIQUOR BOARD 
URGED TO CURB GRAFT 


License System Is Called 
Source of Corruption by 
Rockefeller Body. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 11.—()—The 
dangers of political influence and cor- 
«uption, the Rockefeller liquor study 
said today, are much less under a 
state alcohol avthority than under a 
license system. 

“Politics and corruption entered 
the license system,” the survey point- 
ed out, “primarily because liquor deal- 
ers attempted to maintain and ex- 
pand their sales. 

“Licensed liquor dealers, driven on 
by the struggle for existence, en- 
deavored to manipulate votes through 
every means, legitimate and other- 
wise. Corruption was almost jnevita- 
ble. The license system turned loose 
a large number of individuals, . 
each the center of a continuous en- 
deavor, open and secret, to protect and 
extend his business. This was espe- 
cially true in regions where the pres- 
sure to establish dry areas by local 
option was strong.” 

A state liquor authority, the survey 
said, would present a different pic- 
ture: 

“Inder a state authority, the entire 
foundation is changed. Instead of a 
mobilized army of opposition to re- 
striction of liquor selling, there its 
substituted a force of clerks under 
chain store accounting systems who 
have nothing to gain from expanded 
sales.”
